son to return to his home. Ac- 
companying him was E. E. Gil- 
don of Bradley, Ark., his father- 
in-law. 


The Justice Department tried 


hard to keep newsmen from 
spotting'ils witnesses. And John 
Doar, who heads the depart- 
ment's civil rights division said 
"no comment" to all questions. 


U.S. marshals kept spectators 


from seeing who entered and 
left the grand jury room. The 
witness room likewise was out 
of sight. Witnesses were escort- 
ed into the federal 
courthouse 


by a back door early in the 
morning.

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A Calmer View 
Of Automation 


Statistically, at least, automation up to now 


does not seem to be menacing jobs as sharply as 
5s sometimes reported. 


The Manpower Research Council checked 


200 companies involved in automation and learn- 
ed that 43 per cent expect to add jobs in the 
next five years and 29 per cent expect little 
change. Common among the new jobs are those 
Involved in automation itself. 


In Washington the increasing civilian em- 


ployment is taken as also suggesting automation 
has not yet proved a great threat to jobs. Last 
November, the latest month for which statistics 
are available, 1.4 million more persons held jobs 
than in the previous November, and since only 
905,000 joined the labor force in that time, the 
result was a half million fewer unemployed. 


Moreover, there was increased employment 


in all nonagricultural categories, including those 
where automation is most prevalent—manufac- 
turing, transportation, public utilities, finance, 
insurance and real estate. 


. But automation may be affecting the statis- 


tics nonetheless. Even though more workers are 
on the job, productivity—which is a measure of 
output per man hour—• continues to rise by 
about 3.5 per cent a year. This indicates that 
technology is doing more of the job, but as this 
has been going on for years it supports the view 
that automation need not be any more drastic in 
the long run than have other advances in the 
machine age.

Since President Lyndon Johnson is becoming more 


and more committed to the phrase, "the Great Soc- 
iety," to describe the "substance of things hoped for" 
by his Administration during the next four years and 
after, it might be good to have a look at the origins of 


• \ the term. It did not spring full-blown from the head of 
** anybody in the While House entourage. Its first use, so 


far as I have been able to determine, was by Graham 
Wallas, an English Fabian socialist, who wrote a book 
back, before World War I that was called "The Great 
Society." 


Recalling my salad days (very green!) as an 


undergraduate reader in political philosophy who 
had had a "Graham Wallas period" and had since 
passed beyond it, I concluded a column early last 
autumn with a somewhat sarcastic question, asking 
the President If he were aware of the socialist 
origins of the term he had fixed upon. No answer 
was expected to my mild bit of campaign rhetoric, 
and none was forthcoming. The President, as a 
pragmatic sort of person, would not in any event 
care very much about the past connotations of a 
phrase which he intends to pump full of new 
meaning. 


Nevertheless, it is enlightening lo see the corres- 


pondences between Wallas's idea of the organization of 
a "great society" and Johnson's own theorizing about 
the same. To do Wallas complete justice, he was a 
very mild type of collectivisl reformer. He was given 
to talk about the "Will-Organization" of human beings 
along lines that would blend Ihe principles of in- 
dividualism and socialism, and he was greatly pre- 
occupied with "the organization of human happiness," 
which he considered much more important than the 
production of wealth. 


He definitely had a "mixed economy" in mind, but 


his ideas about the proper methods of mixing private 
and public ownersihp and control were, lo say the least, 
hazy. Contemplating Ihe idea of "nalionalizing" rail- 
roads and mines, he wonders about the practicality of 
creating new joint stock companies in which the State 
will have a dominating rnle, with the original share- 
holders becoming "receivers of a fixed annual sum" 
and taking "a temporary right (o a minority of scats 
on a new 'governing body.' " Trying to visualize for 
himself a "piclure of the social system which I should 
desire for England and America," he recalls "those 
Norwegian towns and villages where everyone, the shop- 
keepers and the artisans, the schoolmaster, the boy who 
drove the post-ponies, and the student daughter of the 
innkeeper who took round the potatoes, seemed to 
respecl themselves, to be capable of Happiness as well 
as of pleasure and excitement, because they were 
nearer the Mean in the employment of all their 
faculties." 


He imagines "such prnplo learning to exploit 


thr electric power from their waterfalls, and the 
minerals in their mountains, without dividing them- 
selves into dehumanized employers or officials, and 
equally dehumanized 'hands.' " He also recollects 
(hut t!ie "salt nnd savor of Norwegian life depends 
on the fact that poets, and artists, and statesmen 
hnvt: worked in Norway with n devotion which was 
not directed by 
any 
formula 
of moderation." 


(Shades of Barry Goldwater!)

Graham Wallas's text dales back to 1914, and it 


carries a dedication to the young Walter Lippmann, who 
was just emerging at the time from a chrysalis of 
Socialism as a disciple of Wallas and the late muck- 
raker, Lincoln Steffcns. 
What is interesting about it 


now is tho tone-feeling of the work, with its pre- 
occupation with spreading happiness around. Wallas 
wanted to create small parks in our industrial cities, 
he wanted lo provide special transportation services 
to get working men oul into the green fields of the 
countryside. He wanted more 
Beauty 
everywhere. 


Whether by Imitation of Graham Wallas or because he 
comes by his ideas naturally, Lyndon Johnson stressed 
the same preoccupation 
with spreading happiness 


around in his State of the Union message. 


Whether the Big State can "organize happiness" is, 


of course, a question that has still lo be settled. But 
it is nice lo know thnl Lyndon Johnson is prejudiced in 
favor of happy people.

Politically speaking, the 
pro- 


gram of Governor Rockefeller is 
bound to help him in his aspira- 
tions for the Presidency in 1968. 
For, by that time, it is assumed 
that the voters will not be so 
much concerned with how many 
times a man may have been 
married but with how much gov- 
ernment money can be poured 
into their respective states, and 
Governor Rockefeller shows he is 
very sensitive indeed to public 
needs. 


Certainly, in these days when 


"extremism" is synonymous with 
such old-fashioned things as "bal- 
anced budgets" and "fiscal re- 
sponsibility," the New York gov- 
ernor can readily qualify as a 
"moderate," which seems to be, 
among 
both 
Republicans 
and 


Democrats, the present-day de- 
signation of believers in "deficit 
spending," whereby an artificial 
prosperity is created and main- 
tained — at least for a while.

(he letters come not from nurses, 
doctors, and doctors' wives, but 
from thousands of citizens outside 
the medical profession. 


Dissenting Doctors 


Some opposition was voiced by 


the New Jersey, Michigan, and 
District of Columbia doctors. The 
New Jersey State Medical Society, 
through its delegates, presented 
a resolution urging that any AMA 
propagand. campaign be submit- 
ted 
to 
all 
medical 
societies 


throughout the country in order to 
get a democratic vote. 


This resolution got a surprising 


number of votes from doctor dele- 
gates, even though finally voted 
down. 


Behind 
this 
protest 
was 
a 


certain amount of unhappiness 
over last year's "Operation Home- 
town," the propaganda effort to 
defeal medicare and members of 
Congress who voted for it. 


Operation Hometown consisted 


not only of newspaper and maga- 
zine ads pouring scorn on medi- 
care, but also organizing special 
county committees to get local 
doctors to talk to their patients, 
stimulate mail to Congress, and 
enlist the support of insurance 
companies, 
chambers 
of 
com- 


merce, manufacturer groups, and 
trade associations. 


Operation Hometown was esti- 


mated to have cost around $3,- 
000,000. 


However, toward the middle of 


the election, the AMA hierarchy 
— without the approval of 
the 


House of Delegates—decided that 
the campaign 
was not getting 


across and, using AMA money, 
launched a saturation advertising 
campaign of TV spots on the ABC 
network, plus a thousand ads in 
daily 
newspapers 
and 
several 


thousand in weeklies. 


Confusing Propaganda 


This was described as an "edu- 


cational program" to boost the 
Kerr-Mills law and confuse the 


public regarding the King-Ander- 
son bill. 


However, the Kerr-Mills Act 


does not operate in some states. 
Furthermore 
its 
eligibility re- 


quirements differ from state to 
state. 
Therefore, many medi- 


cal societies were embarrassed 
to find that the AMA - financed, 
advertising which appeared 
in 


their state was completely Snap- 
propriate. 


In Florida, for instance, J. Hal 


Slallings of Tampa, chairman of 
the State Welfare Board, 
de- 


scribed the ads as "selfishly in. 
spired and definitely misleading." 


All this, plus the landslide vic- 


tory for Johnson, was behind tha 
skepticism of the New Jersey, 
Michigan, and D. C. doctors at 
the Bal Harbour meeting. 


At Bal Harbour, however, their 


complaints were rejected, and tha 
Board of Trustees got the House 
of Delegates to pass a resolution 
giving it "unequivocal support" 
for the new propaganda campaign 
because "a variety of techniques 
and media must be utilized to 
reach the public, Congress, and 
special audiences effectively." 


Ten days later, December 13, 


a second meeting was held at the 
Drake Hotel in Chicago, attended 
by the Board of Trustees plus 
two-doctors from each state medi- 
cal 
society. 
These 
were 
not 


elected, but handpicked by the 
AMA hierarchy. 
Rebels such as 


those from New Jersey, Michi- 
gan, and the District of Columbia 
were thus avoided. 


The meeting was dominated by 


Dr. F. J. L. Blasingame, Dr. 
Ernest B. Howard, and the 18 
conservative 
members 
of 
tha 


Board of Trustees. 


With doors locked, and ushers 


standing by to make sure no 
"spies" or rebels slipped in, tha 
hierarchy 
decided to give tha 


Board of Trustees carte blanche 
to spend all the money necessary 
for the propaganda blitz to con- 
vince the public that medicare 
will undermine social security. 
While the cost was e.timated at 
$3,500,000, it could go even higher.

It's 
a peculiarly 
New York 


axiom that every building that is 
torn down is an 
architectural 


treasure and every building un- 
der construction is an architec- 
tural monstrosity. Nevertheless, I 
like Lincoln Center. 


This is a little like saying you 


like the paintings of Burne-Jones. 
It's not chic to like Lincoln Cen- 
ter right now. As a matter of 
fact, it never was chic to like 
Lincoln 
Center. 
The 
brighter 


minds were saying, at the outset, 
quite rightly, that the idea of 
housing all the important theater 
in New York — the opera, ballet, 
concerts, repertory — in one area 
was a horror of city planning. 


All that culture in one area 


that would be used only a few 
hours at night. Monstrous! Thir- 
teen thousand seats in its complex 
of theaters. Imagine 13,000 people 
all looking for taxis at one time. 
Eisenhower with all that equip- 
ment on D-Day couldn't move 
13,000 people. Already Kazan and 
Whitehead have walked out and 
Balanchine is ready to walk out 
and take the New York City Bal- 
let with him. I've heard it all. 
In fact, I can't find anyone who 
has a good word to say for Lincoln 
Center. (I recall when no one, 
except me. had a good word to 
say about the Peace Corps either. 
I thought it was a great idea 
then and now.) 


I took a walk through Lincoln 


Center the other day and I think 
it's already impressive and when 
finished it'll be lovely. When the 
arguments against Lincoln Center 
as architecture were raging, I 
said that we must al! wait and 
see. 
The very size of the build- 


ings was going to change the per- 
spective. The hugeness, not only 
of the buildings but of the open 
spaces — the plazas, the pools, 
promenades — would bring their 
own harmonies as well as a sense 
of awe and grandeur that no 
model or drawing can impart. It's 
going In be. when finished, an 
architectural 
emotional 
experi- 


ence. Wait and see. 


1 think the cream-colored trav- 


ertine Italian marble, with its 
filigree of brown grainy texture, 
is lovely and it'll get lovelier as 
it ages. I love the spaciousness- 
spaciousness, hell, the immensity 
—of the promenades in the Phil- 
harmonic Hall and Ihe New York 
State Theater (and eventually the 
Metropolitan i. New York theater- 
goers have never had anywhere 
to promenade, even at the old 
Metropolitan, which has no great 
lobby such as Covent Garden. 


The series of balconies in the 


New York State Theater, 
with 


their gold filigree panels, their

secutive years since the Deluge. The loss of ten thousand 
men Jn a single day has become quite a common event," 
said a Richmond newspaper's editorial at New Year, 1865. 


The clear-eyed editorial writer continued, "Newfangled 


ships, cannon of hitherto unknown caliber, rifles of novel 
construction, new tactics and new tools, al! heve been usnd 
in turn. Such energy, such obstinacy, such determination, 
have been shown on both sides as were hardly ever seen 
before . . ." 


The editorialist came ';o his point: "the tide has turned 


against the South; and, doubtless, sore discouragement has 
fallen upon many a heart which not long ago was exulting 
in a sense of victory. . . 
We were told that discourage- 


ment was universal throughout the North and that the 
cry for peace—peace at almost any price—was on every 
tongue . . ." 


The opponents of Lincoln In the 1864 election certainly 


encouraged that belief In the South. Amid mounting evi- 
dence of the certainty of defeat, they hart clutched with 
faith and hope to the beliefs exhorted by such clergymen 
as the Rev. Bcnj. M. Palmer. He still preached to Rebel 
soldiers that history recorded no war "holier than this on 
which you have embarked . . . a war of religion against 
blind and bloody fanaticism." 


And so the war went on; thousands more were to die In 


a lost cause. The editorialist quoted above concluded, ",So 
many men are ready to nish from one extreme lo the op- 
posite! But across the clear waters comes the brave voice 
of Jefferson Davis ... He has passed through the hours 
as dark before, and through the gloom he believes he sees 
the coming dawn." 
. The dawn was to come tn April, starkly. This series will 
be devoted to the events that preceded and accompanied it.
